And as collections, they permit us to save you 
considerable on their cost. 

More complete lists are shown on the inside of the folder. Consult them 
for the replacement of varieties killed last Winter, or for use m strengthen- 
ing garden spots that may be improved by rearrangement. 


FALL PLANTING DESIRABLE 


Only excepting the lilacs and a few of the liltes, middle August through 
September is the ideal time for planting the varieties in this folder. Lilacs 
should be planted about the middle of October, and a few of the lilies do 
not ripen until late September or early October. Spring bulbs must be 
planted now—and with the remaining plants and bulbs, the earlier they 
are planted in your garden, the more perfect they will be next year. ; 

Some protection is desirable for all plants in severe Winters—not so 
much against cold as against alternate thawing and freezing. Three to 
four inches of marsh hay or straw, put on early in November after frost 
comes, and prevented from blowing away by a few branches, is the treat- 
ment your plants will like best. 

With such treatment, most of the long list of perennials, shrubs, ever- 
greens, and roses in our ANNUAL will enjoy planting in the Fall, and some 
of them will really be a year ahead asa result. So please ask us for a copy of 
our complete Catalog if yours has been mislaid, or you can use another.
